AKING A CHANCE. 

Yesterday morning's news carried 3 
tragic story of the appalling death of five 
people in an automobile wreck. Five people 
were rushed into eternity under the most 
ghastly conditions because, according to 
witnesses, the driver of the machine de 
cided to “take a chance.” But the swiftly 
oncoming Santa Fe Raflroad train won the 
hideous race. 

Everyone must have the utmost sympa 
thy for the victims and their friends; yet 
once again the imperative lesson must be 
driven home to the public that he who takes 
a chance and such a chance is wantonly 
inviting calamity, gambling with the lives 
of himself, hig friends and the public at 


‘large, with an incredible and inexcusable 


folly. How many more such bitter lessons 
are needed before automobile drivers can 
be persuaded to appreciate individual re 
sponsibility? Periodically the news con- 
tinues to carry like items—and every day, 
nay, every minute of every day, drivers are 
courting just such bitter debacies as this. 

“Taking a chance.” It sounds so gay and 
sporty, so debonair end adventurous. One 
sees the look of fulsome satisfaction upon 
the faces of so many drivers who have 
“taken a chance” and got away with t. 
They obviously feel so smart and dashing. 
But always there comes a time when they 
dont “get away with it,” when grim trag 
edy stalks upon the heels of that foolish, un- 
necessary chancetaking—and where, then, 
is the triumph? If they live to review their 
folly, does any ome or the whole combina- 
tion of those previous dashing cbhance-tak- 
ings compensate them for the bitterness 
and havoc they have wrought?

Residents of the Ninth Congress Dis- 
trict who, ip the face of Democratic profil- 
gacy, bare still clung to the straw that, 
even if our governmental agencies are cost- 
ing four or five times what they should, 
they are at least devoted to the public serv- 
ice, have had that delusion smashed by 
Congressman Randall's “My Dear Postmas- 
ter” letter of the 4th.

They were willing to take that risk 
to let the people know to what lengths Mr. 
Randall is going in a desperate effort to 
save himself, even if he has to debauch 
the postoffice system.

In older days people were swayed and 

governments rose and fell through the spell 

binding power of forceful oratory. These 

spacious times started with Demosthenes 

and Cicero and ended with Burke, Gilad- 
stone, Webster, Calhoun and Henry Clay. 

Later on the appeal of the fcrceful edito- 
rial or the cleverly worded gazine arti- 
cle was the controlling influence in mold- 
ing popular opinion. At the beginning of 
the present century the written word had 
already superseded the oratorical flight in 
deciding political issues. About the same 
time the desire of the private citizen to 
find a shorter and less fatiguing cut to the 
solution of perplexing problems became 
even more manifest. Oratory and editorials 
alike were too slow for the age of autome 
biles and airplanes. 

Finally the moving-picture theater revolu- 
tionized the tastes and habits of the man 
in the street. Alert politicians quickly 
grasped the significance of the latest trend. 
A better appeal, or rather a more direct 
appeal, could be made to the eye than to 
the intellect. So today the comic cartoon 
has become a force in political propaganda 
out of all proportion to its intrinsic merits. 

Some of these cartoons are undoubtedly 
clever. They deal sharp, telling blows. 


They appear in countless numbers. They 
employ the force of iteration effectually to 


impress themselves on the public notice. 


Tens of thousands who no longer take the 
trouble to read intelligently the serioug ed- 


itorial or magazine article are instantane- 


ously impressed by the grotesque ridicule 
often embodied in the comic cartoon—the 


least telling one, by the way, in the long 
run. 
During the war the government ftself 
helped to establish this habit throughout 
the mass of the people by employing the 


highly colored poster and sensational car- 
toon to further Liberty Loan drives and 
for other patriotic purposes.

CLOGGING THE MAILS. 

The report of the public printer that mem- 
bers of Congress already have ordered 71. 
983,750 franked envelopes for use in the 
Presidential and Congressional campaigns 
and that the number probably will be 
swelled to 90,000,000 gives food for thought.

A? least this is reported to be the 
ease with a certain rattlesnake 
brand which has appeared on a lim- 
ited market and has caused the Fed- 
eral prohibition inspectors of a cer 
tain town in that valley to make an 
investigation. According to the 
special watermelons 
eontain a very high percentage of 
alcohol and each one is a potential 
“jag” by its own self. It wag the 
extraordinary high prices paid for 
this particular brand of watermelon, 
in which the water was dilated with 
so much alcohol, that aroused the 
suspicions of the inspectors. 

A secret report indicates thot 
these melons are doctored before 
distribution. The process is said to 
he an extremely simple one. The 
rancher takes a demijohn of whisky 
or gin into his watermelon field and 
selects a melon almost ready to 
pick and absorbing moisture ra- 
idly. Cutting the stem of the mei- 
on, the end is stuck into the whisky 
jug and the melon does the rest. 
The “kick” ia said to ba a fine one. 


Shark Fishing Popular. — 
Shark whisky is the latest thing 
in Hawall. They fish for it off the 
port of Honolulu. When a shark fs 
caught it is always cut open with 
the idea of finding a bottle of real 


whisky. 

Some skeptics are asserting that 
this is a “fish story,” but, then, they 
said the same thing when Assem- 
blyman G. F. Affonso reported that 
the flying fish over in the district 
of Kau, on the Island of Hawaii, in- 
vaded the pastures along shore and 
got the milk from the cows before 
the farmers had a chance to milk 
them in the morning. 

The fact that bottles of first-class 
whisky are found in the possession 
of Honolulu sharks is explained by 
the strict campaign being made 
there by the Federal shipping au- 
thorities to abolish liquor from the 
Shipping Board steamers which are 
continually putting in at the harbor 
of Honolulu for coal, stores or for 
repairs. To prevent the capture of 
evidence these whisky bottles are 
thrown overboard, There are al- 
ways mahy sharks along the outer 
coral reef and a bottle is just like 
a pill to one of these sea monsters. 
If he can only hold the bottle long 
enough for the cork to disintegrate 
the effect is said to be sharking. 

Anyway, when one of the big pas- 
senger steamers rounds Diamond 
Head these dry days the firemen 
can be seen preparing the’ big shark 
hook; for who knows? Almost any 
shark off that coral reef may have 
a whisky bottle concealed about his 
person. 


THE HEAVENLY VIEW. . 

The full majesty of the aerial por 
spective can only be realized when 
one is above the clouds and the 
earth is shut off from view. In fly- 
ing on an overcast day, when heavy 
banks of cumulous clouds lie at 3000 
feet, it is possible to experience 
within a minute or two every 
gree of fog and sunshitie. When 
one is passing into the clouds the 
lower surfaces of which are almost 
perfectly flat, there is an instanta- 
neous transition from shadow to 
complete atmospheric opacity, simi- 
lar in appearance to a dense fog at 
the ground, but differing somewhat 
from it in feeling, for the interior 
of a cloud seems to be drier, the air 
less saturated with water vapor. 
than the fogs which are met with 
at sea or ashore. If the climb is 
continued a few hundred feet far- 
ther the airplane passes again into 
clear air, but into air now of a cla 
ity and brightness worthy of Medl- 
terranean skies and not at all to be 
compared with the sky at sea level.

“And the chickens were walking 
around an raw!” Willie Collier used 
to sing a song that went like that. 
It was about a New Yorker visiting 
the country for the first time, and 
telling about the things he saw 
there. You get him, don't you? Well, 
he might write an up-to-date one 
on the same subject and use al- 
most the same words. You get me, 
I think. They're getting bearer and 
bearer, too. In fact, there's just no 
end to them, these all-girl shows, 
showing all girl. 

The safety razor Saturnalia goes 
right on. Ah, what art owes to 
the safety razor, indeed! Why 
doesn't somebody write a song about 
that—an ode to the safety razor, 
with jan chorus? When will they 
stop, cover up and begin all over 
again? When shall we return to the 
seductive, concealing-yet-revealing 
days of shows, to the naughtily 
provocative tights, and the demure 
dancing skirts with the trimming al! 
on the under side? 

Which leads directly up te the 
Marcus Revue at the Mason, which 
opened to a crowded house last 
night. Mr. Marcus himself wrote 
the words and had the courage to 
come right along with the show. 
The music wag much better, and 
that, too, is credited to him. One 
Charles Sellen is accused of writing 
the book. Personally, I don't think 
there was any author of the book; 
I think there was only one editor, 
and he wasn't a very good editor, 
either. His source of supply was 
the vaudeville shows and the pho- 
nographs. Five jokes I counted 
which I had heard at the Orpheum 
in the afternoon, and they weren't 
particularly good jokes.

ZOELLNER QUARTET. 


PROGRAM OF OONTRASTS IN 
ENSEMBLE OPENING.

‘The Zoellner Quartet opened their 
season of chamber music concerts 
last evening at the Ebel] Clubhouse. 
An audience of considerable size at- 
tended a performance of remarkable 
interest. The program contained twe 
— Mozart and a Beethoven, 
and also a group of modern Kus- 
sians, with which the concert was 
concluded. 
The Mozart Quartet was the E 
Flat Major, a well-liked and fine 
work, one which evidences the com- 
poser chiefly as an imtellectual Not 
that it lacks the fine favor of pure 
melody, which is characteristic, but 
that it adds to this the exigent de- 
mands of string music. 
The work was delightfully played, 
and gave one an opportunity te’ 
recognize, with fresh pleasure, the 
ability of the Zoellner Quartet. 
The Beetheven was Opus 1%, one 
of the loveliest things that comes 
to mind for chamber music. The 
finest tonal effects of the evening 
were obtained in the Malinconia 
Adagio, but mere specific commen- 
dations are banal when speaking of 
the great harmonious soul of Bee- 
thoven. 

There is a touch of the sacred in 
this section of the work, and, as 
always, there is the perfect balance 
of light and shadow, of line and 
volume. I have a conviction that 
the Zoellners play Beethoven rather 
better than any other composers, 
certainly they approach his work 
with a fine fervor.

And Los 
Angeles presented her most scintil- 
lant aspect socially to convey her 
giowing respects to an organization 
that has been heralded as reprasent- 
ative of the higher standards in 
musica! presentation. 

A more brilliant work might have 
been — for a premiere than 
“La Bohe * but certainly none 
which mi 8 reveal the singing qual- 
ittes of the organization to greater 
advantage, or provide singer-actors 
with a bigger opportunity to display 
their ability to put fire and go into 
the brisk colorful scenes. Seldom, 
indeed, have any of us seen the sec- 
ond act of Puccini's tragic Parisian 
divertisefient performed in such 
dashing style as the Scott! company 
brought to the fantasy of Musetta’s 
flirtation with Marcel.

GAS SITUATION 


HRE CRITICAL. 


Official See 
Great Winter Shortage. 


Prierity List of Users of 
Natural Fuel Drafted. 


Administrator to Carry Out 
Regulations is Wanted. 


A writical shortage of natural gas 
in Southern California was an- 
nounced yesterday after a thorough 
investigation by a joint committee 
composed of representatives of the 
Southern California Gas Com pany. 
the Los Angeles Gas and Electric 
Corporation, the Board of Public 
Utilities, the State Railroad Com- 
mission and the Chamber of Com- 
merce. At the same time, the in- 
vestigating committee recommended 
that an administrator of natural gas. 
to enforce the rules, regulations and 
principles previously laid down by 
the Railroad Commission, be ap- 
pointed. 

The joint committee was organ- 
ized at the suggestion of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce for the purposes 
of investigating natural gas usage 
by industrial enterprises and of es- 
tablishing a priority list among 
such This committee 


“It has been fottnd that the 
natural gas situation confronting 
the southern fart of the State at 
the present time is most critical.” 

FIGURES CITED. 

During the winter months, the re- 
pert states. a daily supply of 34.- 
$00.0) cubic feet of gas will be 
A aitalne, but, as the requirements 
of domestic consumers have, during 
the past year, increased approxi- 
mate ly 20 per cent on the system 
of the Los Angelis Gas and Electric 
Corporation and more than 30 per 
cent on the Southern California Gas 
Company's lines, a surplus of only 
1.100.000 cubic feet dally will be 
available for industrial uses. The 
present amount of gas consumed by 
industries is 6,000,000 cubic feet 
dally. 

“The seriousness of this situation 
has not generally been appreciated,’ 
the report says. “and it has com- 
monly been believed that abundant 
new supplies of natural gas have 
recentiy been developed. All gas 
which has been produced in the oil 
fields east of Los Angeles during 
the past two years has been com- 
Hletely uged to meet the needs of 
the producer in the Montebello and 
Richfield districts.” 


. The. report also points out that 
while new districts are producing 
large supplies of gas, they are not 
producing enough to compensate 
for the loss of gas in other dis- 
tricta, where the supply is rapidly 
diminishing. 
FRANKNESS WANTED. 

“New industries should not be 
encouraged to locate here,“ the 
committee reports, with the full 
belief that there is an unlimited 
supply of natural gas available to 
meet the requirements; in fact, they 
should be Wery carefully warned as 
to the actual shortage conditions 
which occurred last winter. and 
which undoubtedly will reoccur this 
winter. It seems hardly fair that 
new enterprises locating here in the 
future should be encouraged in the 
use of the already limited supply 
of natural gas, to the detriment of 
other concerns who have previously 
bullt up their business.” 

The priority list recommended by 
the committee has been prepared 
and win be submitted to the Rail- 
road Commission for its action in 
connection with the investigation of 
natural gas service conditions.
